Some years ago, for example, 
an important law passed the sen- 
ate by a vote of thirty-four to 
five; but the five represented one 
million more persons than did the 
thirty-four. This is but one ex- 
ample of minority rule.

Warren Replies 
To Truman 


FRESNO, (#)—Gov. Earl War- 
ren threw back at President Tru- 
man last night “bitter and intem- 
perate accusations’ against the 
Republican party’s western poli- 
cy. 

In an eleven-state radio address 
couched in strong and resentful 
terms, the GOP vice presidential 
nominee said Mr. Truman’s pic- 
ture of the Republican party 
as “saboteurs of the west’ can 
only be interpreted “as an: effort 
to divide the people.” 

Warren declared, “Fellow Wes- 
terners, place no credence in the 
preachment of fear that has be- 
come the technique of the ad- 
ministration in this campaign.” 

Today Warren went back to 
his meet-the-people campaigning 
in a series of informal rallies in 
the San Joaquin valley cities of 
Fresnc, Visalia and Bakersfield. 


Soviets Hit 
Gen. MacArthur 


WASHINGTON, (®) — Soviet 
| Russia’s Ambassador Panyushkin 
demanded today that the United 
States disclose what took place 
at a “secret military conference” 
he said Gen. Douglas MacArthur 
held this month at Tokyo. 

Panyushkin told the 11-nation 
Far Eastern commission a press 
| report had said the conference 
‘was held Oct. 12-14. He said it 
| dealt with ‘measures against a. 
surprise attack on Japan.” 

“It is known for everyone that 
nobody threatens Japan,” the 
Soviet envoy said in a statement, 
and added: 

“The Soviet delegation consid- 
lers it necessary that the U. S. 
| representative on the FEC in- 
‘form the commission on the sub- 
| stance of this question.”

In making this announcement, 
William G. Bonelli, member of the 
board of equalization from the 
fourth district, said this money 
will soo nbe distributed between 
the cities and counties of the 
state to be used for liquor law 
enforcement and regulation so 
local control may be exercised to 
the fullest extent.

Republicans 


« SACRAMENTO () — Repub- 
licans count on their vice-presi- 
dential candidate, Gov. Earl War- 
ren, to swing his state handily 
into the GOP column Tuesday de- 
spite a big Democratic margin in 
California’s registration. 

State election authorities pre- 
dict the largest number of Cali- 
fornia voters in history will de- 
cide how the state’s 25 presiden- 
tial electoral votes will be cast. 

The Democrats have a margin 
of 2,892,279 to 1,908,208 in regis- 
tration. 

Democratic State Chairman 
Oliver J. Carter is out with a pre- 
diction that if a heavy enough 
vote is cast, President Truman 
will carry California. 

Voters also will decide the po- 
litical makeup of California’s con- 
gressional delegation, accept or 
reject 19 ballot propositions, elect 
a new assembly and half of the 
40 state senators, 

In national elections the regis- 
tration trend has been reversed 
only once in recent years. 

That was in 1932 when the Re- 
publicans had a registration edge 
of 1,565,264 to 1,161,482, but 
Franklin D. Roosevelt carried the 
state for the Democrats. 

Since then the Democrats have 
had the larger registration and 
have uniformly won at the presi- 
dential election. In state elec- 
tions it has been a different story. 
Despite the same heavy Demo- 
cratic registration Warren and 
several other state officials won 
by getting both party nomina- 
tions. At present every constitu- 
tional state office is held by Re- 
publicans. In addition, both leg- 
islative houses are Republican 
controlled.

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CLAIMS CURE 
FOR CANCER

MIAMI, FIA. (#) — Dr. John 
E. Gregory, a San Marino, Calif., 
researcher who says he believes 
cancer is due to a virus, has been 
invited by the American Cancer 
society to give 
count of his research for apprais- 
al. 

This was related to a reporter 
|by Dr. B. A. Schneider, a cancer 
society representative at the meet- 
ing of the southern medical asso- 
ciation, where Gregory reported 
his views. 

Gregory also says that in the 
test-tube, the ‘‘virus” of certain 
cancerous and cancer-like condi- 
tions can be “destroyed” by a bac- 


j terial organism called ‘“bacter- 
ium subtilis’-—a germ that occurs 
in hay. 


Schneider said Gregory had ac- 
cepted the invitation to confer 
with the cancer society’s head- 
quarters staff on Friday in New 
York, an@ also to give a detailed 
account of his work at the socie- 
ty’s annual meeting there on Sun- 
day, Nov. 7. 

In an exhibit at the southern 
medical association’s annual meet- 
|ing—for whith he won “first hon- 
orable mention” among scientific 
exhibits—Gregory offered what he 
described as electron microscope 
photographs of cancer “virus’’— 
said to have been discerned in var- 
ious types of malignancy.
